HOW ICY IS THE LAKE? 


DESPITE COLD, LAKE MICHIGAN ICE SIGNIFICANTLY DOWN THIS YEAR 


ByKyleBentle i Chicago tribune 
Lake Michigan might look frigid and icy 
around the edges, but it’s nothing compared 
with last year. A recent cold snap increased 
the amount of ice on the lake, but overall the 
mild winter has kept the lake free of extensive 
coverage. 

As of Tuesday about 1 6 percent of Lake 
Michigan was covered by ice, according to 
the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration’s Great Lakes Environmental 
Research Laboratory That’s below average 
for the lake, normally around 27 percent. Jia 
Wang, an ice climatologist at the research lab, 
said the reason for the low ice coverage is a 
combination of multiple weather phenomena 
impacting the Great Lakes, including El Nino. 

Daily average ice concentration, or the per- 
centage of the Great Lakes covered in ice, is 
measured using images from multiple satel- 
lites to create a daily composite, Wang said. 


The impact 

Chicagoans could see more of the beach in the 
coming years, as low lake ice can cause more 
evaporation during the winter. The ecosystem 
and the shipping industry also could see 
effects. 

Weekend warmup 

The cold snap last weekend helped push ice 
coverage levels close to average, but the 
upcoming weekend looks like it will be a mild 
one. WGN meteorologist Tom Skilling’s forecast 
shows highs above freezing, reaching more 
than 50 on Friday. 

Prior to the satellite era, ice coverage was 
measured using photos taken from airplanes. 

Ice coverage normally peaks around mid- 
February and declines through March and 
April, and the lake eventually becomes ice- 
free by early May 

The mild winter is a stark contrast to the 
brutal cold of the past two winters: In 2013-14 


ice coverage surpassed 90 percent. That win- 
ter was particularly cold, and is the third-cold- 
est winter for Chicago since records began in 
1872. Last winter saw extensive ice coverage as 
well. 

The lack of surface ice isn’t limited to Lake 
Michigan. Overall, the Great Lakes are less 
icy than in recent winters. 

Though the past two winters were severe, 
Wang said he doesn’t expect this winter to 
reach those intense levels. Those winters were 
abnormally cold, and Wang’s forecasts show a 
maximum ice cover of 24 percent for Lake 
Michigan this year. 

Even if ice for the Great Lakes has peaked, 
the lakes have still logged more ice cover than 
the winter of 2011-12, which had a maximum 
average ice concentration of 12.9 percent, 
said Wang. The long-term average maxi- 
mum coverage for the Great Lakes system is 
53.2 percent. 


WHY SO LOW? 

The below-average ice cover on the Great 
Lakes is a combination of multiple weath- 
er phenomena, according to Jia Wang, 
an ice climatologist at an NOAA research 
lab. This includes the El Nino pattern un- 
derway. A warming of the waters of the 
Pacific Ocean near the equator affects 
weather around the globe. 

In a typical El Nino event, Northern 
states often get warmer while Southern 
states often get wetter, according to 
NOAA. This winter’s El Nino is one of the 
strongest measured by NOAA since 1950. 
Another winter with a very strong El Nino, 
1997-98, also logged low ice cover on the 
Great Lakes, according to data from the 
Great Lakes Environmental Research Lab. 

El Nino isn’t the only factor affecting 
lake ice, though, Wang said. Other warm- 
ing phenomena affecting the Great Lakes 
regions include the North Atlantic oscil- 
lation (fluctuation in air pressure regions 
in the Atlantic) and the Atlantic multi- 
decadal oscillation (increased surface 
temperatures in the Atlantic Ocean).

aj Gibson participated fully in 
the Bulls’ first post-All-Star 
break practice Tuesday evening 
at the Advocate Center after leaving the 
last game with a strained left foot.

Your album drops the same week as Valen- 
tine’s Day. What’s your worst memory of the 
holiday? 

I really don’t even have one, man. I even miss 
Christmas and Thanksgiving a lot of the time 
{because} I’m always working. I work so many 
holidays I just hope and pray my family will 
be forgiving. {I’m} real family-oriented. On 
Thanksgiving, we’re all in the same house. 
Christmas, we’re all in the same house. 
Mother’s Day Easter. 

This record is coming out on Motown. What 
weight does that word carry for you? 

No weight, honestly I believe I was already a 
part of Motown before I signed on that paper. 



The aggression. The love. The joy. The pain. All those feel- 
ings and emotions that come from the music are Chicago. 
Chicago pretty much made me the man that I am. It’s in 
my name. I have no choice but to accept and embrace that.” 


That’s why they wanted me to be there. I just 
have to continue to be myself, man. I don’t 
feel like I have to change or walk in their 
steps. I just have to be BJ the Chicago Kid, 
and that’s good enough. 

Motown or Stax? 

Motown of course. No shade to Stax because, 
man, you can’t beat the vibe of that whole era. 
I just love how everyone with that Motown 
sound seemed to come from a two-block 
radius from the actual original location. The 
original location was a house, and then when 


they outgrew it they bought the house next 
door and the house next door and the house 
next door until they had seven houses on 
the same lot. Abu come to that street and 
you could see Marvin Gaye hopping out of 
a limo and going to the choreography house 
or running to the finance house or running 
to the studio. That block became a piece of 
Hollywood in Detroit. I’m just honored to be 
a part of it and to add to the legacy man. 

Are you starting to see a similar thing in parts 
of Chicago with the number of artists coming 



out of the same neighborhoods on the South 
Side and having this national impact? 

Not necessarily; because Chicago right now is 
rap city: Back then there was singing and ac- 
tual instrumentation; the music was different. 
I would not dare compare Chicago to that. 

It is two totally different things. Now it’s the 
thick of trap. But I’m a musician at heart so 
I’ll always choose Motown over trap. 

What role did Chicago play in shaping your 
sound? 

Ninety-five percent. The aggression. The love. 
The joy The pain. All those feelings and emo- 
tions that come from the music are Chicago. 
Chicago pretty much made me the man that 
I am. It’s in my name. I have no choice but to 
accept and embrace that. 

You and Chance appear together on 
“Church." Are you in the pew every Sunday? 

Not every Sunday It’s impossible to be in this 
industry and be there every Sunday I was born 
at church. God is still in my life, period. 

Guys like Kendrick and Chance are people 
you have long-established relationships with. 
How important is it to have that comfort level 
with people when you’re collaborating? 

I only collaborate with the people I rock 
with in life, period. I rock with people where 
I really respect their craft and respect what 
they’re doing. That’s what collaboration 
should start from. Nowadays collaboration 
is watered down. Collaboration should be 
where two dope entities are coming together 
and making something ... they couldn’t make 
separately 

You’ve worked with Kendrick a handful of 
times now. Do you feel like he draws out 
something different in you artistically? 

I believe we do that to each other. I think {he 
helps me} be more unpredictable musically 
With him it’s about having fun and letting 
the imagination go. Me personally I’m always 
searching for something new It only enhances 
who I am. Those are the types of musicians 
you should be around: people who are pushing 
and moving forward. 

The record opens with a speech about how 
you’re not afraid of failure, and you get some 
sense from songs like “Falling on My Face’’ 
that coming up short really helped shape you 
in some way. Was that actually the case? 

No, not really I didn’t take too many losses. 
{Laughs.} I came to LA being a background 
singer and a songwriter, and I was successful at 
both. After working with some of the world’s 
best artists, it was only right for me to step 
up to the plate and use my voice ... to get my 
music to the world. 

Even if it’s rare, do you feel failure has taught 
you anything?

Confession: I hate LaCroix. And though 
I probably just asked for a dozen angry 
emails about pamplemousse this and apri- 
cot that, I remain unapologetically firm on 
my stance. My general disgust toward the 
beverage makes me skeptical of anything 
that’s labeled “sparkling water.” It’s a good 
thing I was in a grab-and-get-the-hell-out 
mood at Whole Foods when I reached 
for a bottle of Bella Beez sparkling honey 


water without examining the label too 
closely. Cool packaging, you know? 

Of course, when I realized it was spar- 
kling water, it was too late; I was warm, 
cozy and completely parched in my office 
cubicle. But to my surprise, the sweet nec- 
tar inside that bottle was unlike anything 
I’d tasted before. Crisp, light and punctu- 
ated with a hint of florally sweetness, it’s 
the kind of thing you could sip all day. 

And— drumroll, please— it’s made here in 



Chicago with honey from local bee- 
keeping service Westside Bee Boyz 
and bottling help from Filbert’s 
Root Beer. 

Bella Beez owner Niki Mohr- 
lant said she’s proud to support 
local businesses. As her own 
business expands and demand 
continues to rise, she’s looking 
to beekeepers in the Midwest 
for more honey 

But behind the cute pack- 
aging and bubbly, honey-in- 
fused water, there’s a deeper 
message: “The mission is 
about awareness and grow- 
ing the bee population and 
not being afraid of them,” 

Mohrlant said. “We want to 
teach people about bees.” 

Making bees look cool 
is a commendable task, 
but Mohrlant said she’s up 
for the challenge. 


Now that you know the major 
players, you might be asking 
yourself, “Who’s Bella?” 

Friends of Mohrlant spent 
nearly two years trekking 
through the adoption process 
as a same-sex couple. And 
just as Mohrlant found the 
sweet spot with her sparkling 
water recipe, her friends were 
able to adopt their daughter 
Isabella.

Art 

Take a trip across the Pacific and through 
time by visiting Bead in Hand for their Kumi- 
himo Japanese Braiding workshop ($25). Used 
by ancient samurais as a functional and deco- 
rative way to lace their armor, you’ll learn all 
the tricks and tips to make your own beauti- 
fully beaded bracelet or necklace. 

Explore the ancient art of stone carving at 
The Fire Arts Center of Chicago’s Beginning 
Stone Carving Workshop ($285 for 10 ses- 
sions), where you’ll learn the basic techniques 
for composing and carving small sculptures 
out of alabaster and other soft stones.
